I must have given you the wrong impression. I've never heard A1!W 
Chinese express a belief that living beings from other planets have 
visited the earth, although one or more may have done so. The belief 
to that effect which I expressed was my own, deriving from long study 
of Ul’O literature and sighting reports since 1947.
